One of Orack Ships of Ficet. 

The Mississippi is one of the 
crack ships of the United States 
fleet. The vessel was launched in 
1917 and from the first was a prize 
winner and popular with the men 
in the service. She carries 12 14- 
inch guns, 12 five-inch, eight 
three-inch and four six-inch guns. 
The dreadnought is 624 feet in 
length, 97% feet in beam and has 
a displacement of 32,000 tons. 

For gunery performances, the 
Mississippi has been in the front 
rank in the navy. her crews holding 
many trophies for their markman- 
ship. It was the Mississippi that 
sank the battleship Iowa in experi- 
mental firing in the Caribbean Sea. 
Blast During Gunning Practice. 
The battleships Mississippi, Ten- 
nessee, Idaho and California, the 
latter towing the target, were at 
the drill grounds off San Clemente 
Island, 45 miles from here, and 
were engaged in secret gunnery 
practice, a feature of which was 
mass firing by 36 1i4-inch rifles 
trained on a single target, when 

the explosion occurred. 

In the plotting room of the Mis- 
sissippi electric bulbs flashed one 
by one their signals as each gun 
was fired and reloaded. Eight of 
12 scheduled salvos had been fired, 
each rocking the great ship as the 
guns belched their steel at the tar- 
get. After t e eighth salvo other 
guns in other turrets reported 
ready for the next volley, but no 
flash came from turret No. 2, near 
the bow of the ship. 

In the plotting room attempts 
to communicate with the turret 
failed. ‘Then came a terse com- 
mand: “Flood the magazines.” 

On deck men and officers hast- 
ened to the rescue but it was more 
than half an hour before any at- 
tempt could be made to enter the 
doomed turret.

ARKANSAS BREEDS BETTER 
HOGS FROM RAZORBACKS 


By the Associated Press. 
FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. — The 


pure-bred sire is given credit by 
Prof. Edgar Martim of the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas Experiment 
Station, for showing marvelous im- 
| provement in various types of ani- 
mals when used with scrub dams, 
and the use of improved sires ty 
build up grade herds is recom 
mended as a “‘stepping stone” for 
farmers contemplating the breed- 
ing of pure-bred stock. 

“In 1920 the University of Ar- 


kansas experiment station  pur- 
chased three razorback sowe 
which weighed considerably less 


than 100 pounds each at 3 years 
old, but their offspring from a 
pure-bred sire were of good type 
-and splendid feeding quality,” 
Prof. Martin said. 

“Six years ago,” 
“the experiment station bought 30 
of the poorest scrub cows that 
could be found on the. Kansas Cit» 
market. These cows had long nar- 
row heads, long thin necks, rougl. 
open shoulders, narrow backs and 
loins, slab sides with no spring of 
ribs, narrow quarters, and long 
legs with high flanks. They were 
exactly the opposite of what one 
would select for either breeding or 
fattening qualities. 

“These cows were bred .to sires 
from the regular college herd and

/ at low rates of interest. Last year 
| the Government loaned 135,000,006 
Esthonia marks to the new land 
holders. 

| On the whole, Bsthonia’s agri- 
culture is prospering under the new 
| system, whereas under the old 
| feudal gystem large stretches of 
| fertile land were not under culti- 
|vation or were in a deplorable 
| state owing to the absence of in- 
terest on the part of the landown- 
ers. In some cases, inexperienced 
city people have been given farms 
/-and have made a mess of things, 
|and funds for the improvement of 
the land have been misused by the 
village trustees. Those cases are 
exceptions, however. An American, 
who has watched the progress of 
| Bsthonia since the very béginning, 
described the evolution of the small 
Esthonian farms. 

“In 1919, when I made my first 
éxtensive tour of the country,” he | 
said, “there was, as a rule, only a 
' small, weather-beaten farmhouse 
'which was scarcely more than 4a | 
| one-room hut. The next year, a 

small addition had been built on 
one side, and the appearance of the 
old part had been improved by a 
‘coat of paint and some repairs. Iz 

1921 one or two more additions | 

had been made to the building, and 
there were cows, pigs and poultry 
where the year before there had 
' been none. In .1922 other im- 
provements were made, and some) 
of the more enterprising farmers | 
built silos. And last year many | 
'of them tore down the old parts of 
‘their buildings and constructed 
i new.” 

Where the Barons Went. 

The farmers have a powerful po- 
litical organization, and at present 
are making propaganda in favor 
of being put in complete posses- 
sion of their lands instead of being 
merely tenants.

Barons?” Some of them were 
killed during the war and the 
revolution.

Humor Out of Place. 

The second defect was the in- 
jection of humor into the speech. 
His humor is refined and delight- 
ful but it was out of place in such 
a speech as he was called upon to 
make. The selection of a President 
is a serious affair, and especially 
serious at this time.

JUST A MINUTE AT CLEVELAND. 

CLEVELAND, O.—The people whe want 
ku klux suppressed besieged the Republican 
convention pretty much as the Greeks 
pitched ento Tror. but all the convention 
really did for them was to let a New York 
Rabbi invoke the blessing on Wednesday 
and a Catholic prelate intercede for it on 
Thursday 

These invocations, by the way. were much 
more fervid and politically passionate than 
they usually are. What the divines appar- 
entiy had in mind was that even if most of 
us are disposed to condome the offenses of 
the Republicans God probabir isn't. and 
can’t be hoped to lcok with charity upon 
them until he had been thawed out br some 
of his own people. If ther did not win com- 
plete forgiveness for the party in the total 
effect of four rousing prayers it must be 
that whatever laws there are above are 
much more uncompromisingiy enforced 
than those below 

Nobody else in our time has so altered the 
course of political thought in the United 
States as Mr. Wilser did. He brought it 
home from the wild west show of Mr. 
Roosevelt and lifted it to the pure plane of 
intellectualism. It was. of course. what one 
who had been president of a great univer- 
sity would do, and after we accustomed our- 
selves to the change we become enthusiastic 
about ft and wondered how we could tave 
remained so long in the coonskin cap stage 
of political culture. When Mr. Wilson gare 
us the benefit of education in the relation 
eof our oWn experience to that of men every- 
where through all time and clothed cour as- 
pirations in words that made them even 
nobler and lovelier than ther had seemed in 
our umfutored thoughts. we said “why 
haven t we been having Presidents like this 
all the time?” 

The reason. of course. was that politics 
and education. which were conjoined in 
Thomas Jefferson and most of the men who 
designed the Republic fer us. had drifted 
apart.

That ther might be the same 
man when the nation was founded seemed 
to mot occur to either the university or the 
State. The thing hit bettom in the states 
of the Unien. where every time the Legisia - 
ture met education seeking maintenance 
the one spoke in the

person of the politician who usually knew 
neither. 

The coming of Mr. Wileen revolutionized 
that.

HERE is a saying that “the 

man who doesn’t know when 

he ig licked never is licked,” 
which is going to be tried out in 
this campaign. It always seemed 
to me one of those whistling-to- 
keep-your courage-up apothegons 
of practical philosophy, of doubtful 
value. William G. McAdoo is the 
man who is going to show this 
time whether it is true or not. Mr. 
McAdoo is the sort of man who 
never knows when he is beaten. It 
is constitutionally impossible for 
him to see those dark possibilities 
which almost every one else sees 
when he looks at the future as it 
relates to himself. There is a blind 
spot in his eyes which makes him 
unable to see uncertainties. I wrote 
critically of him when the facts 
came out about his acceptance of 
Mr. Doheny’s retainer, and though 
his success in the Democratic pri- 
maries has not changed my esti- 
mate of that transaction, I am 
bound to say that no bolder facing 
of ruin and defeat than his since 
that disclosure is to be found in 
the history of politics. Three 
months ago he was wrecked, and 
today he will just fall short of win- 
ning the Democratic nomination for 
the presidency. 


When the Doheny story was told 
he called his friends together and 
asked what he should do. Most of 
them, including his financial back- 
ers, told him to retire from the 
Democratic contest.

The campaign 
manager of Mr. McAdoo is a curi- 
ous kind of ego which is blind to 
doubts or questions. I think this 
perhaps includes moral questions.

Mr. McAdoo’'s will being all that 
js to the McAdoo campaign, it will 
have to be taken to the New York 
convention.

RESULTS OF USE 


One Prisoner, Who Has Admit- 
ted Murder, Denies Having 
Shot..Man Wilfully. 


The “truth-telling serum,” in the 
first St. Léuis 6xperiments made 
with it, in the City Jail today, didi 
not britig a full confession of guilt 
from any of the three prisoners. 
accused of felonies, to whom it was 
administered. 

One man. who had_ previously 
confessed to a murder, admitted, 
under the drug’s influence, having 
committed the robbery which pre 
ceded the murder, but denied hav- 
ing shot his victim wilfully, sayin, 
that his revolver was discharge‘ 
durin ga scuffle. 

A negro, under a two-year sen- 
tence for pocketpicking, admitted 
that he had served a prison term, 
but said he was not guilty of the 
“stick-up” of which he was then 
convicted. He denied he was guilty 
of the larceny now charged, and 
said he was arrested because he 
happened to be “just walking down 
the street’’ at the time. When 
asked if he had ever committed a 
robbery, the prisoner said, “sure,” 
but the questions “when?’ and 
‘where?’’ brought only the sulien' 
retort. “what for are .you-all in- 
quiring into my business?” 

Another negro, accused of crim- 
inal assault, denied the charge, 
very much as he had been doing 
since hi sarrest, and professed to 
know nothing about the case, ex: 
cept that there were 11 witnesses 
against him. 

Men Submitted Voluntarily. 

The three prisoners, who submit- 
ted voluhtarily to repeated injec- 
tions of the supposed veracity 
specific, and a newspaper reporter 
who chose to undergo the treat- 
ment wit hthem, acted, under its 
influence, very much like drunk- 
en men.

Lilly residents, under similar in- | 
dictments, will be tried later. : 

When court opened District At- | 
torney D. P. Weimert moved that, 


the murder and manslaughter in- 
dictments against 13 of the origi- 
nal defendants be nolle prossed. 
These 13 men were acquitted yes- 
terday on riot, affray and unlawfu! 
assembly charges, Judge Finletter 
holding that the evidence against | 
them was insufficient. Defense 
counsel moved that 11 of the men, 
alleged klansmen, charged with 
carrying concealed weapons, be ad- 
mitted to bail. The court took the | 
motions under consideration. 


A jury yesterday found 31 of the 
defendants guilty of affray and un.- 
lawful assemblage. but not guilty 
of riot. Judge Thomas P. Fin- 
letter upon motion of the defend- 
ants’ counsel previously had in- 
structed the jury to return a verdict 
of not guilty in the case of 11 al- 
leged kiansmen and two Lilly resi- 
dents sustaining the contention that 
they had not been sufficiently iden- 
tified as participants in the affray. 
The entire 44 had been placed on 
trial on the charges of riot, affray 
and unlawful assembly after the 
court had refused a severance in| 
their cases. 


Sentence was not passed pending 
a motion for a new trial. The Dis- 
trict Attorney today was expected 
to announce his decision as to 
whether or not the 13 defendants 
found not guilty by direction of 
the Court would be tried on the'| 
charge of murder and mansilaugh- 
ter. Defense counsel! will: ask a 
severance in this trial on this 
charge, and, it is pointed out, un- | 
der the laws of Pennsylvania they | 
are entitled to separate trials On | 
a murder indictment. | 


Testimony in the case ended | 
abruptly late yesterdav when the 
defense rested after 15 witnesses 
had been called in an effort to es- 
tablish an alibi for the Lilly de- 
fendants. No witnesses were called 
on behalf of the alleged klansmen 
and the opposing counsel agreed 
to submit the case to the jury 
without argument. 

Forty-four men were arraigned 
in the case at the opening of th® 
trial, but the number was reduced 
to 3] when the Court gave the jury 
instructions for a verdict of ac- 
quittal on behalf of 11 alleged 
klansmen and two Lillv tesidents. 
The verdict was directed upon mo- 
tion of the defense that not suffi- 
cient evidence had been introduced 
against them.
